Throughout the hearing Peters 
followed a schedule as set down 
for him on typewritten sheets of 
paper. The instructions told just 
when each bit of evidence was to 
be introduced and every step that 
was to be taken in the trial. 

One time when Peters halted to 
study some evidence, the Gover- 
nor prodded him to continue, de- 
claring at the same time: “‘They’re 
listening to you; don’t stop.” 

Objects to Recess. 


When the board

The Ax Falls 


The ax has fallen. Summary execution has 
been meted out to two of Georgia’s leading 
educators. Dean Cocking, of the school of edu- 
cation at the University of Georgia, at Athens, 
and President Marvin S. Pittman, of the Geor- 
gia Teachers’ College at Statesboro, have been 
ousted from their posts by a Board of Regents 
packed by Governor Talmadge. The Governor 
had already announced what the outcome 


would be. 

One man rule—dictatorship—holds the state 
capitol today, whether Georgians like it or not. 
On absurd, trumped-up charges, shown to have 
no foundation in fact, two good men have been 
deprived of their posts of service to the state, 
simply because Gene Talmadge so decreed. 

Never was there more summary acqules- 
cence in the will of a dictator, under Hitler in 
Germany, Mussolini in Italy, Stalin in Russia 
or Franco in Spain, than was witnessed yes- 
terday under Talmadge in Georgia. The only 
difference is that, whereas in Georgia the dic- 
tator dppears satisfied in driving these men 
from their posts as educators, in other dic- 


tator-ridden lands they would probably have | 


faced firing squad or executioner. The indi- 
vidual fate would have been different, but the 
principle, or lack of it, is the same. 

After a hearing that was farcical in its 
bias, a hearing at which the accused were given 
no proper opportunity to hear intelligent evi- 
dence against them or to refute such evidence 
—if there exists any—both men were voted out 
of their posts. The vote in each case was the 
same, 10 to 5. In-neither case was it on the 
issue of guilt or innocence of any charge, but 
simply on whether or not they should be re- 
tained in the University System. 

As far as Dean Cocking and Dr. Pittman are 
concerned, the thing is ended. But as far as 
the state of Georgia, the University System and 
the young men and women of Georgia who 
seek education are concerned, it has but begun. 

For the state, the university and its youth 
all suffered, at that hearing yesterday, a blow 
from which they cannot fully recover for years 
to come. 

The state has witnessed unscrupulous re- 
sort to the stirring of racial hatreds for the 
purposes of political appeal to the unthinking. 
The state has witnessed its own chief executive 
stoop to a method paralleled nowhere else 
save in Germany, the method of stirring the 
ignorant to mass prejudice against a helpless 
racial minority. 

Th University has witnessed the destroying 
hand of politics grasp it by the throat and, 
unless an aroused people demand that this 
menace cease, it faces an immediate future so 
futile for the cause of education that its de- 
voted leaders and its alumni must weep today. 

And the youth of Georgia has seen, today, 
an event which cannot fail to reduce the free- 
dom of education in Georgia, which cannot fail 
to weaken and to taint the state’s university. 

Monday was the saddest day in Georgia’s 
history of many, many years. 2 

For it signalized the coming of ruthless, one- 
man dictatorship for a Georgia which has 
proudly held herself democratically free ever 
since the days when she was one of the original 
13 states. 

There is neither man nor woman in Geor- 
gia, engaged in work paid for out of state funds, 
who cannot be as summarily ousted on the 
most absurd of trumped-up charges or on per- 
sonal animosity alone, so long as Governor Tal- 
madge can pack the jury with men or women 
who will rubber-stamp his will as he packed 
the Board of Regents in order to “get rid” of 
Cocking and Pittman.

Yank Bombers Are There! 

American heavy bombers, rated the best in 
the world, soon will be droning over Berlin, 
punctuating their path with the karrummph 
of heavy bombs. The British are promising 
that the bombing of London will seem like 
child’s play compared to the devastation that 
will be visited upon the capital of the German 
Reich. 

It is not pleasant to contemplate this 
destruction. But neither has it been pleasant to 
read about the destruction of shrines that have 
lived in the souls of men for centuries in 
London, in Plymouth and in Edinburgh. Nor 
to read of the tragic toll of Nazi bombs rained 
from a dark sky to reddened earth on the 
peoples of England, of Scotland and of Ireland. 

War can never be a pleasant thing, but there 
is a measure of satisfaction in the knowledge 
that the great bombers built in America are 
tagged “Berlin via England.” High in the night 
skies over Germany will drone the ceaseless 
message that the “Yanks are here.” And more 
coming! : 

America’s‘weight is just now being felt over- 
seas. The United States Navy has quietly and 
efficiently taken over in Iceland. The goods 
will be delivered. This country’s great contri- 
bution in the industrial race has been the 
bombers. Europe with its narrow boundaries 
never knew the need for the great flagships 
of the air, and consequently the greatest 
development of fighting planes and short-range 
bombers has come there. But this country with 
its wide skies developed the swift striking 
power combined with range that makes Amer- 
ican bombers the world’s best. 

The huge four-engined ships, capable of 
striking deep into the heart of the Reich. The 
swift two-engined Douglas attack bombers, so 
speedy and maneuverable that the British are 
using them also as fighter planes. The gull- 
like Catalinas that trailed the Bismarck to 
her fate. The Hudsons of the coastal command 
that sweep the shores of Norway day after day. 
And now the swift interceptors and pursuits, 
equal to the best in Europe’s skies. 

Hitler didn’t think it could be done. His 
mistake will drill his ears night after night 
when the RAF comes to Berlin as the luftwaffe 
came to London. 


For a safe and sane celebration, give us 
Tokyo’s quiet observance of the fourth anni- 
versary of the outbreak of the incident in 
China. 


The Crowded Air 


While there have been few, if any, instances 
of plane crashes because of the congestion of 
air traffic, it is nevertheless an interesting sign 
of the times when a special committee of the 
house recommends to congress that federal 
jurisdiction be promptly ‘assumed over the 
navigable air above the United States. 

Of special significance at this time is the 
recommendation that the federal government 
control not only traffic moving through the air 
but, also, “missiles projected into it.” 

Nothing has more dramatically emphasized 


the rapid increase in both air traffic and 


defense program than this. When missiles from ! 


Army and Navy guns constitute a menace to 
commercial air traffic there can be no small 
numbers of either missiles or commercial planes 
using the air. 

For, surely, there is ample air space above 
the United States, it would appear, for all to 
have operational room. 

It is charged by the committee, however, 
that little consideration has been shown by 
the Army and Navy in placing antiaircraft and 
other guns for practice shooting, with the result 
that in various places these guns fire directly 
into or through designated commercial airways. 

Let’s not sit idle until congestion in the 
airlanes, complicated by roving shells and 
explosives, becomes as bad as it is on the 
highways on a pleasant Sunday afternoon.

A REAL BOTTLENECK. 
(From The Waycross Journal-Herald.) 

Announcement has been made that work is 
being started on making the highway from At- 
lanta to Marietta a four-lane highway because it 
is a bottleneck. 

We need to keep in mind that this same 
urgency applies to the United States Highway 
No. 1 from Alma to Waycross to Folkston to the 
Florida line. 

This stretch of highway is a bottleneck for 
several converging and for several tributary high- 
ways. 

The location of the Army depot at Macon is 
certain to add to the travel over this bottleneck. 

The importance and urgency of four-laning 
this portion of United States Highway No. 1 
should be kept ever before the State Highway 
Board and the federal authorities for this area. 

The defense needs are increasing travel along 
highways that connect defense projects, and 
United States Highway No. 1 is a connecting line 
between several of these projects. 


WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
CONFIDENCE IN BRITAIN WASHINGTON, July 14.—Fresh 


from a recent economic mission 
to England, some of our high-ranking government officials have 
brought back reassuring reports on the state of British morale and 
the complete confidence the English have in ultimate victory over 
the Axis powers. 

As one of our trustworthy government observers puts it, the 
British not only have full confidence in their ability to come out 
on top in the end, but superimposed on this is a determination to 
win that allows them to consider no other alternative. 

This determination is born of a realization of the disastrous con- 
sequences of defeat. As the average Englishman sees it, a victory 
by the Germans would mean the loss of everything that has been 
accumulated in the building of the British Empire over a period of 
a thousand years. Not merely the loss of a war, involving no more 
than a blow to national pride and the liquidation of an enormous 
debt piled up in the prosecution of the war. It would mean liquida- 


tion of the empire. 
CANNOT AFFORD TO LOSE The probable consequences of 

a German victory are worth 
considering in measuring the scope of British determination to win. 
The one obvious driving force back of it-is that they cannot afford 
to lose. 

According to the accepted view not only of the British them- 
selves, but also of most non-Axis observers, the pattern of Hitler’s 
conquest is such that it leaves no place for the British Empire in 
his future scheme of things. 

World domination by the Germans envisages the surrender of 
British colonies and dominions first of all. Also her navy and com- 
mercial fleet, if it were possible to get these intact. 

But what Hitler wants and needs most of all is the position of 
world dominance in trade built around the British fleet and com- 
mercial tonnage. Without this he can never carry out his plan for 
making Germany the leading industrial nation. He would have to 
suppress British control of world trade routes in order to make room 
for the traffic in German commerce required to keep his own econ- 
omy running: smoothly. 

The net result of a complete German victory, therefore, would 
be to reduce the British Empire, with its several hundred million 
people, as now constituted, to the confines of the British Isles with 
some 44,000,000 population that is not even self-sustaining. 


ALL WOULD GO All the wealth and the sources of wealth 

that have been British heretofore would go 
with the defeat. All of the power and the prestige gained by the 
British over centuries of world trade and naval supremacy would 
vanish overnight. 

But Hitler’s fruits of victory would not be expected to stop even 
here. Remembering too well the mistake made by the Allies after 
the last World War, he would be certain to make his victory com- 
plete by imposing a yoke that offered no possibility of being thrown 
off for years to come. Once subjugated, the English would be held 
down under the German system. 

Nothing would be left for the British other than a dark future 
as a second-rate agrarian power, her industries, her colonies and 
her commerce Jost beyond repair. Moreover, she would be saddled 
with a vast public debt beyond hope of liquidation. Economic up- 
heaval and social revolution would be the inevitable result. 


WILL BE NO QUITTING Appreciating full well the enormity 

of these consequences, the British 
have arrived at a viewpoint that does not allow them to think in 
terms of anything but victory. Defeat would mean the loss of 
everything. Such a state of mind is naturally conducive to the high- 
est morale; it breeds confidence in the power to succeed. 

Our government observers have cited all of this as ample testi- 
mony of the determination of the British to carry on to the last 
man. There will be fo quitting such as marked the downfall of 
France. 

With all of their confidence and bulldog determination to win, 
however, word brought back by our observers is that there is no 
disposition in any quarter in England to underestimate the strength 
and resourcefulness of the Germans. They realize the problem they 
are up against. With the help we are giving them, they expect 
to meet it in due time.

CANDIDATES FOR GOVERNOR “Senate political observers 


yesterday watched the 
farcical trials of Dr. Cocking and Dr. Pittman not for the verdict 
which the Governor had announced ten days ago, but for the 
answer to the question they all had been asking. 

They soon had it. The trials served as the platform from which 
to announce and publicize the candidacy of Eugene Talmadge for 
the United States senate, opposing Junior Senator Richard B. Rus- 
sell in the 1942 primary, and the candidacy of James Peters, of 
Manchester, for governor of Georgia in the 1942 primary. 

Mr. Peters, a highly esteemed banker, and a Talmadge man who 
says he never questions the boss, took charge of the hearings. It 
was his first meeting as a member of the Board of Regents but it 
was he who stood just behiNd the Governor and below Chairman 
Sandy Beaver and ran the show. He held in his hand a typewritten 
sheet of paper on which the program, agreed on by the majority of 
the regents at a dinner held at the Governor’s Mansion Sunday 
night, was outlined. It was the usual steamroller of the party in 
power. 

It was the usual party method to get a majority in advance write 
out the motions to be made and the order of their making them, to 
offer them and get the votes. 

The show meant, also, that the Board of Regents officially now 
is a political board. To the politicians there was nothing strange in 
the newest member of the board taking charge of the show. They 
understood. 

Mr. Peters was being presented as the crown prince to the 
Talmadge throne, the next candidate for governor with the boss 
running against Dick Russell. 

And, if Dick Russell and his supporters are wise they imme- 
diately will get to work. The choice of Jim Peters as the next 
gubernatorial candidate is the strangest one they could have made. 
They put aside Charley Redwine, also a good candidate, because he 
once was defeated. Peters, they believed, would have a stronger 
appeal. The bell has rung and if the Russell organization doesn’t 
hear it, it can have no one else but itself to blame. 


ATTACK OF THE UNIVERSITY Political observers never 

believed there was any 
Sincerity behind the sudden attack on Doctors Cocking and Pitt- 
man. It was a political move designed to unite the Talmadge fac- 
tions and designed also to present the Governor in a flood of*pub- 
icity so as to indicate that the “Old Gene” was back again. The 
Governor had been a little worried about some unrest in his own 
ranks. The road jobs really can’t be given out until after October. 
People were saying he was a sick man, and so on. Then, too, he 
wanted to stir up strife in the university and to control it. The 
university people never have voted for Talmadge. He was out to 
frighten them and to take control so that he could fire any pro- 
fessor who talked out of line. 

This action of yesterday and the action of the regents effectively 
terrorizes the faculties of the colleges in the state university system. 
They Know that if they want to keep at work and feed their families, 
they must speak their real thoughts only in the privacy of their 
bedrooms, lest they find themselves hailed before the accusing re- 
gents and accused of some crime supported by scurrilous and un- 
truthful affidavits obtained largely by purchase or by intimidation. 
The methods already exposed are a sickening chapter. And, one 
may add, a frightening one. ; 

As for the hearings, they were but a circus to entertain the ine 
vited guests. The emperor must feed his lions. 

At least four or five of the ten regents who voted for the verdict 
given them ten days ago will have some bad nights living with their 
consciences. Aside from that, there were no new developments at 
the hearing. Instead of an’ hour they might have given each side 
five minutes. The verdict was in the bag and had been there long 
enough to get faded. 


Governor Talmadge will be a strong 
candidate for the United States sen- 
ate. The Talmadge people frankly admit that, for the first time 
in their political history, they have a really effective organization. 
Until now, they will tell you, they have gone along without a closely 
knit organization. Now they have it. 

Successful candidates in state politics are successful because they 
have the support of the local groups. The county and city- poli- 
ticians who can control votes elect the state officials. 

A candidate who has nothing to promise the local politicians 
won't get very far. The Talmadge organization will have a lot to 
promise. If they can put over a senator and a governor, they will 
have more to promise than any other organization. 

They then will have progressed as did the late Huey Long when 
he was in the senate and had his man In as governor. 

Huey’s-next step was to control, by appointment or election, all 
the judges and through them the courts.

Perpetual | Motion Is Impossible 
Without Perpetual Power

Many people shy away from any discussion of religion. 


The 
word itself irritates or embarrasses them. Something in the church 
has offended them, perhaps; or they never have attended church, 
but have read somethfng about it that enraged and disgusted them, 

They may not pretend to be better than religious people, or 
think themselves wiser than an institution that has lived for two 
thousand years and nurtured a great civilization, but they see 
human faults where they had looked for perfection, and they are 
prejudiced against all religion. 

Yet, as Churchill said in his last broadcast, there are times 
when all pray. And in times like these, when the very founda- 
tions of civilization seem to be crumbling, all but the most arrogant 
feel the need of some sustaining faith—a belief in something that 
is solid and eternal. Without it. life seems a meaningless groping 
and stumbling in a fog, without light or guidance or hope. 

Yet. with the best will in the world, no man can make himself 
believe in God. 

That theology should confuse him is understandable; but, to those 
who do believe, it seems incredible that any person who respects 
simple logic could consider the matter with an open mind without 
believing. 

He sees about him a vast and intricate universe. He knows 
something of its operations—the way a tree feeds itself; the nerve 
system and blood circulation in his own body; the seed by which 
living things perpetuate themselves; the countless suns and planets 
that course through space. 

How did it all happen? Either everything came about by acci- 
dent and operates only by accident, or there is order directed by 
law. And, if there is law, reason requires the existence of a 
Lawmaker—a Power beyond the comprehension of human minds. 

If there is no law and no God, what remains for us? Without 
moral law or a future life, we are nothing more than wolves. 
Ethics and morals are foolish, since they keep us from being 
efficient wolves. The best wolves are those who disregard all 
others and take what they can get for themselves, by stealth, by 
treachery or by murderous force, and Hitler and Stalin are sue 
perior and right. 

It can’t be both ways. We are brutes in a Godless world, with 
nothing to live for except what we can seize in a few brief years, 
or we are the sons of God and He still rules the universe despite 
the wickedness of rebellious men,

201,167 Names 


Total Registration 400,- 
«546, With 17,099 Rat- 
ed in Class I-A. 


During the first eight months of 
selective service, Georgia draft 
boards classified 201,167 out of the 
total of 400,546 registrants, placing 
17,099, or 8.5 per cent, in class I-A, 
according fo figures released at 
state selective service headquar- 
ters yesterday. 

Of those classified, 3.8 per cent 
were placed in I-B, available for 
limited service; 1.7 per cent in 
II-A, occupational deferment; 76.3 
per cent in III-A, dependents; and 
9.7 per cent in class IV, including 
all other reasons for deferment. 

Of those examined by local 
board physicians 41.5 per cent of 
the white men and 52 per cent of 
the Negroes were rejected for 
physical defects. Induction sta- 
tions rejected 15.2 per cent of the 
white registrants and 26 per cent 
of the Negroes approved by local 
doctors. 

The report listed 11,919 men as 
already inducted into the Army, 
although the number is now ap- 
proximately 3,000 higher, since the 
latest figures include inductions 
only through May 31, an official 
pointed out.

Normally, the casualties of at- 
tacking forces are double or triple 
those of the defenders.

Dipping Into Reserves. 

Yet, to press his campaign 
Russia Hitler is sanctioning in- 
roads into reserve stocks of oil 
and probably of food which could 
virtually immobilize his armies for 
months to come, even in the event 
of relatively quick and complete 
victory in the east.
